Passage of the Terms. 

The readers of this journal woro 
made aware on Sunday moruing that 
the TermB npon which it is proposod 
that British Columbia should bo admitt- 
ed Into tho Dominion were finally puss- 
ed by the Canadian Commons by a 
majority of oightooa ; and that thoy 
would be debated iu the Sonuto yester- 
day. Of their pasaage by tho Senate 
yt« hope to bo ablo to inform our readers 
in cnr next issue. It was eoarooly ueoes- 
aary for our Ottawa oorresponnoiit to 
state that tba oppositioa which tho 
Terms encountered iu tho CommonB 
was strong, Tho smallnoss of tho ma.. 
Jorlty is more ij^qutnt than words. The 
total number or membora in tlio Com- 
mons is one hundred aud oighty-ono. Il 
is fair to presume that there was a full 
House on Friday ; and a full House 
moans about ono hundred and sixty. 
Assuming that to have boon the number 
present on Friday, tho vote would stand 
thus : Ayes 89 ; nays, 71 ; majority 
for tho Governroont IS. Our corros* 
pondent has not given ua tho moana of 
knowing whether or not the Premier 
■was present, Tbo absence of Sir John A 
ilacdonald would make more d'fforonco 
in a division than the more count 
of W own vote. TLia majority is suSi 
ciently small to demonstrate that tho 
opposition must.iudeed.have boon strong. 
It was a question whether the vote upon 
tho udmission of BrLtieh Gplnmbia upon 
the Terms negotiated last'snmme'r would 
be made a striotly party one. It is 
already known that the presa very gen- 
erally regarded with favor tho propo- 
■ition to receive this Colony upon Terms 
which were admitted on all hands to be 
eminently favorable to it, and there ap- 
peared to be some ground for cherishing 
the hope that enough of patiiotism still 
lingered on the Opposition Benches to 
induce all parties to unite in extending 
the wefiteru bouudarioa of tho Dominion 
to the Pacific— to assist iu the glorious 
work of placing in position the key-stouo 
of the great British North ■ American 
Empiren It would now seem that this 
hope has been disappointed— that 
the Opposition did not possess suffiotout 
patriotism to riso abovo muie puny con- 
siderationsupou such a great national 
quostioD. but that they were wilUns to 
grasp office at tho saorifioe of it. Tho 
smalineBB of tbe majority by which 
the Terms were passed may eoiily bo 
accounted for. Not only did ttio Op- 
position muster its full Etrougih and 
make a desperate cfiort to oast tho 
Ministry upon this qne8tiOD,,bot.ifc must, 
have brought to its side 'fresh recruiia 
from theHaritinie.Pjoiinces.and possi- 
bly ffom Qaebeo, not commonly found 
in Buoh doubtful company.but willing to 
oppooe Terms so well culculuied to 
excite locol jealousy. And here we are 
reminded of the recent visit made V> the 
Maritime Provinces by the leader of the 
Opposition and by the recalcitrant ox- 
liSateoant Qbvornor ot Manitoba, is 
it possible that thoir presence in Now 
BrnuBwick and Nova Scotia iiad no 
higher motive than that of inciting lociil 
iealousy af^ainst tba propositisn to ox, 
" tend the Pominioa to the Pucifio and 
unite tho whole bj an iron baud ? But 
there is the Senate still to bo encoun- 
tered. How will tho Term^ faro in that 
body ? Wo apprehend little difficulty 
and no danger Irom that source. Tho 
Senate is oompobcd of sovonty-two 
members, every ono of whom has virtu- 
ally been appointed by tbe present ad- 
minstraliou, and at whose bands a 
Government measure is not likely tu 
meet with any serious opposition lie- 
BPecting tho passut^o of ihoTorma by the 
Senate wo, therefore, oxporiouco liitio or 
uo anxtoly. The bubjoot suggests 
another train of reflection in which 
it may not be altogether uupro- 
fltable for tho readers to indulge. 
-Thr people, of British Columbia jave 
beconwMOO much uccu.iuin.d lo tbink 
that In 'her cugornobs to roach tho 
Pacific Gonads would givo us these 
Terms williDKly, and might have been lucliicd 
to give na better Terms. It Ih lo be .bopea 
lhai tbe hard figbt which tho Copadiuii Guv- 
ernnieot ImB bad in oarryiDg iheee lerrao 
throoKh I'arliaraent will torever dispel ibis 
foolish idea. It is bopnd that it «dl do

revenue would bo needed. It is now 
taken oil booaoBO tbe Ezcheqaer is over- 
fiowing. The reasons for the restoration 
to tho Iroo list of the articles allnded to 
in our dispatch nro two-told. The ro« 
venuo derived tborofrom is no longer 
needed, and it is tho fixed and announc- 
ed policy of the Canadian Government 
to gradually lighten this class of taxa- 
ation as tho financial needs of the Do> 
minion would seoni lo justify. Thus we 
find it, in parsnonce of this policy, re- 
ducing tho taxation under the head of 
customs duties this year to the tune of 
about ono million dollars. But it is not 
solely upon revenue grounds that t^e 
dtlty has been iPomoved from>.tbeB6iattt^ 
oles. It will be remembered ' that the 
reasons for removing them from the free 
list, wero tbOBe of international policy, 
rather than revonuo. The mofisuro was, 
in fact, ono of reprisal towards a noigh« 
boring nation. Its withdrawal may be 
acceptod.'taB evidence of - the-, establish' 
men t of amicable relations and a wiser 
oonimorcial policy between the two 
countries. Wo have seen that the 
United States Qovommout has removed 
duty from coal, and it is nob too much 
to presume that, amongst other things 
the oslablishmenu of a large and liberal 
reciprocity treaty may Jie the result of 
the labors of tho Joint High Commiss- 
ion now sitting at Wuebingtou. It can 
hardly be doubted that the unpopularity 
of the duty upon flour and coal has had 
its share in inducing the Government 
to make the obange* But there la- a 
distinct phase of the whole subject to 
which we desire briefly to advert as 
possessing special interest to British 
Columbia. In advocating the imme- 
diuto acceptance of the CanadianTariS, 
in preference to the roteulion of our own, 
we took occasion to say that tbe policy 
of the Dominion was in the direotion of 
a gradual reduction of tha customs 
tariff, and that British Columbia would, 
by accepting the Canadian tarifT, come 
in for itssharo of rolief consequent upon 
that polioyi This assertion on 
our parti-was - mek^byieia' ^flat.^contrav 
diction on the part of those who acl« 
voaatcd tbo rotonlion of our pro- 
Heut tarift'. It will now bo seen who 
was right. Tboso who, by a blind ad- 
boroiico to tho prosenl tariff, would de- 
bar this Colony from pariicipatiog in 
the advai^tages of t^e: Caa^dian ^ ptoiioy, 
tending,' aa it does; towards jfr^ii trade, 
will find themsulvea SfftXimiag^ f^ujr 
thing but aheoVtih)l^po»itioabofdrertno 
couuiry.
